EUROPE’S WAR DOGS. 


& New Lecture by Forbes, the Famous 
War Correspondent. 
From tne Cincinnati Gazette. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Archibald Forbes, 
the celebrated English war correqpeeeent, 
under the avspices of the ‘en Club, de- 
livered his lecture entitled “The Fighting 
Men of Europe,” toa large audience in the 
Grand. The lecture was largely statistical, 
and in substance an estimate of the compar- 
ative military prowess of the several first- 
class powers of Europe, and the contrast 
they presented to the United States in that 

articular. He said that on his passage over 
fast May he had for a fellow-passenger a 
German officer. That gentieman had seen 
many things in America to wonderat. He 
had seen Congress insession, witnessed the 
slaughter of hogs in Cincinnati by machinery, 
traveled on our palatial river steam- 
ers, and bad gone up in an 
elevator, but his greatest astonishment 
was that he had seen no army. There 
were the “‘Mulligan Guards,” but then they 
were a bandful. He had met with a great 
many generals,and did not think the coun- 
try was wantingin colonels. Moreover, he 
bad had the good fortune to meet with at 
least one field marshal, but where was the 
infantry? Land where ne might in Europe, 
the traveler was confronted with soidiers 
and sergeants. Menin uniform swarm ev- 
erywhere. The lithe Frenchman in nis 
flaming red pantaloons; the sober and more 
bulky Meee dam in his white pantaloons; the 
trim Austrian in his sky blue jacket; the 
good-humored Russian in his dark green 
tunic; the little Belgian soldier in his great- 
soa!: the sandal-shod Spaniard, and the 
orown-faced aquiline-nosed Turk in his blue 
tunic—everywhere soldiers, as if the old 
“If you 


desire peace, prepare for war.’’ 

There had aiready fallenin war during the 
first half of the nineteenth century in Europe 
alone 3,000,000 of men, when, after a pro- 
longed peace,to bind more closely the na- 
tions in a bond of amity, the Crystal Palace 
was erected in Hyde Park, an intimation that 


- swords had been turned into ploughsbares, 


and the nations would learn warno more. 
Bince then, however, he had witnessed five 
tampaigns in Europe, in one of which alone 
—a brief one—60.000 men Iay dead. Since 
the Universal Exposition of London war has 
raged in every quarter of Europe, and upon 
the hundred battlefie:\ds innumerable vic- 
tims lie asleep under the daisies. In Febru- 
ary, 1871, France lav at the feet of Germany 
with a mere ghost ofan army. Peace re- 
stored, she immediatelygset about the task of 
organizing one on the plan of her conqueror. 
To-day ehesupports an army ona peace 
footing of 500,000. Ona war footing she has 
1,230,000, aud her reservesin 1882 will give 
beran ‘army available for mobilization 
amounting to 2,520,000. Yet sheis only the 
third military power oj Europe. These im- 
mense armaments to pre-erve peace and se- 
cure freedom, national and individual. Well, 
notwithstanding monopolies, hotel clerks, 
railroad conductors, majors, and Sunday af- 
ternoon lectures, this is a pretty free country 
without them. Everywhere throughout Eu- 
rope there is aslice cut out of the civilian 
life of every ablebodied man for military 
duty. The gross population of all the five 
powers is 238,000,000. Their armies ona 
peace footing amount to 2,100,000; their war 
footing 7,000,000, and all the reserves subject 
to be called out amount to 14,000. Germany 
maintains an army of 430,000 on a peace foot- 
ing, and each man costs the country simply 
in loss of labor $200 per annum, which gives 
as the passive cost of her establishment 
$86,000,000. For its active maintenance her 
early military budget is $82,500,000. 
France’s army of 500,000 makes her 
war budget $115,000,000, and Russia ex- 
ends 28 per cent} of her income on 
er army. The gross anonuual revenue 
of the European powers is $1,328,000,000, 
and the expenses of maintaining armies in 
time of peace is $391,000,000; 21 percent of 
the entire income. To this end it requiresa 
contribution from every man, woman and 
childin Europe of $2 per annum. Hers is 
the most perfect organization. Prussia was 
resting quietly upon the laurels of the great 
Frederick, when Napoleon hurled her to the 
dust one day, and limited her standing army 
to 40,000. This led to the present system of 
army organization. Ia order to evade the 
treaty, the drilled soldiers were sent home as 
reserves, still subject to military duty, and 
new soldiers created. This made conquorers of 
the conquered, turned the tables upon France, 
in the Jast war, and enabled her to exact the 
monstrous war indemnity that the latter has 
aid. When the amount was mentioned the 
rench sp omnoteneary exclaimed in amaze- 
ment, **Whv, had aman begun to count it 
at the birth of Christ, he would not 
yet have finished.” “To obviate that diffi- 
culty,’’ said Bivmarck, coolly, “I have given 
itinto the hands of this Hebrew gentieman, 
who pays no regard to the birth of Christ, 
but begins to count from the creation.’’ The 
lecturerthen gave a specific explanation of 
the German system. The country is divided 
into seventeen districts, in each of which is 
ailocalized corps. Each man spends three 
years inactive service and four in the re- 
serves, who are occasionally drilied. After 
* that he becomes a part of the landwehr, who 
are the last to be called out, and only to do 
garrison or unless necessity requires them 
at the front. The German soldier is not 
likely to grow rich in service, as he only re- 
ceives 2% cents per day, while the regimen- 
tal officer is required to maintain his social 
status on $0 per month. So perfect is this 
organization that the entire reserve may be 
brought into the field fully ounipped in 
sight days. In comparison wit this, 
the French army is _iess strictly 
regulated, and one-third of her 
reserve may be considered inefficient. Mr. 
Forbes lauded the fighting qualities of both 
the German and French troops as well as 
those of Russia, but both French and Rus- 
sian officers as a mass are inefficient. Great 
Britain alone has not adopted the German 
system, butstill relies upon enlistment. She 
has quite a large army, but only on paper. 
Her only reliable force isareguiar army 
of 120, men, and when her garrisons 
ln every quarter of the world aredefended 
she can show buta puny frontto Europe, 
and is {n no condition to resort to armed in- 
terference. However she excets all the 
others, proportionately,in the money she ex- 
ds upon her army, having a budget of 
fs, 000, sven! perhaps, thel United 
tates, who spends for 28,000 some $4,000,000. 
Germany sustains an effective army of 700, - 
000 on $12,500,000. Europe is to-day one 
vast camp of standing armies, and as a war 
correspondent Mr. Forbes does not expect 
to be out of employment forthe next cen- 
jury, should he live so long.

A Few Hints About Preparing Presents 
For Christmas.

Immediately after the holidays every Wwo- 
man who has endeavored to present each of 
her intimate friends (and the number in- 
creates at this time somewhat after the man- 
ner of the modern Sunday school) with a 
specimen of her handiwork, resolves that 
she will begin next midsummer to prepare 
her none Hl gg so that, allowing for inter- 
ruptions and delays, she may have them 
ready a few days earlier the next Christmas. 
This woman, wherever she may be, will per- 
haps be giad to be reminded gently of this 
resolve and to have afew suggestions given 
herin regard tosome of the pretty things 
she can make without too greatan outlay of 
time. A gift to baby, which the mother will 
appreciate, is one or more fancy bibs. A new 
and really striking way to make them is to 
embroider little figures, after the Kate 
Greenaway style on the front of the bib. Sup- 
pose the material to be fleece-lined pique, 
which is both pretty and durable; bind the 
edge with a narrow bias band of white or 
color, or trim with Hamburg or torchon, or 
buttonhole it with working cotton; thentrace 
some quaint figure on it, either in the center 
or at one side, and work itin outline stitch; 
the embroidering may bedone with marking 
cotton, or with soft, untwisted siik, but first 
take the precaution totry the silk in luke- 
warm water $o make sure that it will not 
fade, and so love’s labor be lost. Serviceaple 
spiashers to be puton the wall back of the 
washstand are made of linen momie cloth or 
common white tinenor Javacanvas. Trim 
the edge wito torchon aud work in the out- 
line stitch; a border and center piece, two 
figures like Jack and Jill, or old Mother 
Hubbard and her dog, are pretty. Ham- 
mock pillows are desirable. Make a 
cushion about half a yard square, 
(or a trifle larger, according to your 
taste), cover With cretonne of some bright 
color, make a puff to go around the edge, 
so that the edges makea littie ruffle for a 
heading. The under side of the pillow does 
not need any trimming; the upper angle 
may be ornamented in any way to suit your 
fancy. A simple and effective way is to put 
ahandsome, wide ribbon diagonally across 
it, and ateach side work some fancy stitches 
witb silk, or you may work a border and put 
a monagram inthe center. Table covers 
and scarfs are as handsome and popular as 
ever. Elegant ones are made of brocade vel- 
vet or plush, with borders of different col- 
ored silks, satins or plush. A beautiful | 
scarf is made cardinal plush, with a border 
of green piush, with biocks of tan-coljored 
silk with pausies embroidered on them—one 
poeey and twoor three green leaves on each 

lock. Less expensive but really handsome 
ones are made of double-faced canton flin- 
nel, witha borderof some richly colored 
and heavy ribbon; at one side applique 
work inthe form of a boquet, or some 
quaint figure may be put on; fringe is 
needed across the bottom. By exercisinga 
little ingenuity an appearance of originality 
is given.

A STAR ROUTE. 


How the Government is Mercilessly 
Swindled. 
Washington Oor. New York Times. 

An order has been issued at the Post-office 
Department for a heavy reduction of pay on 
one of the ring’s star routes,and it will go 
into effect on December 16. A brief refer- 
ence to the route’s history and the discover- 
ies which caused the reduction to be made 
will explain the manner in which the de- 
partment has been reducing fraudulent ser- 
vice. The routeisthe one from Wells to 
Hamilton,in Nevada. It was let in 1878 for 
four years to Joseph Evans, the lowest bid- 
der. for $5,900 per annum. Evans failed, and 
the route passed intothe hands of Gilmer 
and Salisbury, in the oid way, their pay 
being $10,700 per annum. Soon afterward 
the schedulefwas expedited from 108 hours 
to forty-eight hours, upon petitions indorsed 
by Senators Jones and Sharon and Repre- 
sentative Wren. This raised the annual 
pay to $25,700. Another route under the 
same management was extended fifty- 
seven miles and also expedited. It was 
shown tothe department that for fifty miles 
the two routes coincided, but this had no ef- 
fect at the time. The expedition on the oth- 
er route has recent!y been cut off, and with 
it more than $30,000 per annum. The Wells 
and Hamilton route continues to yield #25,- 
700, but will become lesa profitable in a few 
days. Itis 206 miles long. The order just 
issued restores the original running time and 
reduces the service to one trip per week be- 
tween Cherry Creek and Hamilton, 106 miles. 
These changes take $18,670 fromthe annual 


ay. 
. The department’s Inspectors have recently 
made a careful examination ofthe line. They 
declare that the country through which it 
passes is very desolate, without agricultuaal 
improvement or promise ofany. There are 
not 100 persons on the line engaged in agri 
culture or grazing. For lone stretches, 
there is nelther man, beast nor water. At 
one station the only inbabitant was a hostler, 
and another hostler was the only inhabitant at 
another station. On the strength of his resi- 
dence ap office had been established there. 
Another station which has been discontinned 
was 10 miles from the road, and there is no 
human being there and has been none within 
10 miles for the last four years. ‘*During the 
whole journey of nearly 200 miles,” savs the 
Inspector, ‘*‘tne only living creatures I saw, 
except at the few ranches and the stations 
and mining camps, were seven sage hens, one 
coyote, two jack-rapbits, afew larks, and a 
few chipmunks or ground-squirrels.’”? Cherry 
Creek, a town of 1,800 persons, 1s the only 
live settlement On the line. Thereis enowgh 
passenger and express business between fhat 
place and Wells to pay the stuge expenses. 
That part of'the line is worth preserving, but 
for the remainder there is no need for expe- 
dition or any service beyond one trip per 
week, 

The Inspector discovered that Joseph Evans, 
the original contractor, who so conveniently 
failed, was simply a stage-driver for Gilmer 
and Salisbury atthetime. The Star Route 
from Eureka to Pioche ran through Hamil- 
ton, one of the termini of this route. The 
contractors for the line from Wells to Ham- 
ilton followed the road marked out for them 
from Wells as far as Cherry Creek, but left it 
at that point and diverged at nearly a right 
angie, going toastation named Ely on the 
other line. In this way the contractors saved 
thirty-nine miles on the so-called Wells and 
Hamilton route. Evans didthis at the be- 


ginning of the contract term,in 1878 and 1879, 
and it issaid that the real contractors,Jjwno 
appeared to succed him, followed the same 
road and continuailv violated their contract 
until June,1881. Not only did they save 
thirty-nine miles of travel, but they also saved 
in stock, for from Cherry Creek to Ely this 
costly expedited mail was carried by the use 
of only three horses and one man. Over 
the remainder of the line seven men and 
twenty-four horses were used. This made a 
total of twenty-seven horses and eight men. 
When the line was expedited Salisbury made 
affidavit that schedule the of 108hours requjred 
seven men and eighteen horses, and that the 
new schedule of forty-eight hours would re- 
quire eighteen men and fifty horses. Atthe 
jlast examination, after the cut-off to Ely had 
been abandoned, there were in use on the 
whole line only ten men and thirty horses, 
and yetthe amount of additional pay was 
based solely upon the affidavit that eighteen 
men and fifty horses would be needed. Not 
allthe menand horses which are actually 
used are needed for carrying the mail. At 
least half of them are added for the convey- 
ance of freight and passengers. 

There ought to be some wavy for the Govern- 
mentto recover the many thousands of dol- 
lars given on these fraudulent oflidavits. 
Some remarkable facts were cCiscovered in 
relation to the expedition from Cherry Creek 
to Wells, more than half the entire distance. 
The running time has been fast for six years, 
although it was supposed to be only two 
miles per hour before expedition was order- 
ed at great cost. It is also shown that there 
has been no material change, either in speed 
orinthe numberof men and animals em- 
ployed, for three years past, although ex- 
pedition was ordered about two years ago. 
Trese statements show how great the differ- 
ence may be between the actual service ona 
ring star route and the service which exists 
only on the contracts and in the records of the 
department.

yield a large and fine harvestin Ireland. The 
rector of Inniskeen, addressing a weekly con- 
temporary, proves once more a fact which 
needed no confirmation; he has raised some 
plants near his house, and he sends a leaf 
eighteen inches long by ten and one-half 
wide as testimony of its excellence. The 
growth is — satisfactory, and we may take 
even the editor’s word that it is ‘‘fine tonac- 
co, much less coarse than that of Bengal, 
and with a delicate aroma.” But to grow 
tobacco is not one-half the trouble of that 
crop. It will grow anywhere, and almost 
everywhere it will have aroma more or less 
delicate, and all the rest of it. The first diffi- 
culty arisesin drying it, and that is one 
which Ireland could never master. At the 
time when she produced tobacco it was used 
only for snuff or for smoking by the ——- 
ry. Few ofthe upper and middle class who 
loved their pipe had means of comparing it 
with others. The drying process in a land 
so damp must be artificial, Mr. Gelaton 
considers that ‘this. is a ques- 
tion of time, thought and invention, which 
would be sure to yield to perseverance and 
earnestness.” It is rather a question of sun- 
shine and dry winds than of Christian virtue. 
It is quite true that all tobaccos of repute 
are dried, more or less, by artificial means, 
but during the process they are subjected to 
constant and free ventilation. The medicat- 
ed fires are designed togive flavor in the 
first place. It may certainly be possible to 
invent a system which woulJl not destroy the 
aroma while drying the suspended leaves 
with wind and damp excluded; but any ver- 
sons who think of growing Irish tobacco had 
better try experiments in the feasibility of 
exporting it green. If the quality be really 
good and the cost of producing it 
bear the expense, Cuba __—irwill be 
glad to hear of this new _ supply. 
The importation of tobacco to Havana in- 
creases almost as rapidly as does the import- 
ation of Italian and Greek wines to France. 
These rough and heady vintages are doctor- 
ed and blended at Marseilles; and so the ci- 
gar manufacturers of Cuba take the crude 
tobacco of Central America—especially of 
San Salvador—and makeitup. Itis certain 
that France alone consumes more wine than 
she produces, and we may suspect that two- 
thirds ofthe really good cigars coming from 
Havana under known brands were grown in 
other countries. Ireland might, perhaps, 
enter this market. 


Victoria at Windsor. 
From the London Truth. 


With regard to the ‘‘relic-rooms,” to 
which allusion was made in the Truth last 
week, I understand that not only at Balmoral, 
but also at Osborne and at Windsor 
Castie, the suites which were occupied by 
the Prince Consort have never been altered 
in any way since his death. Everything re- 
mains ashe left it. The rooms are kept 
locked up during the absence of the Court, 
but, as the Queen comes to each palace, they 
are opened, and lighted up every evening 
during her stay. At Windsor her Majesty 
usually passes a part of each evening in the 
Frince Consort’s sitting-room, his suite ad- 
joining her own, which open from the aes 
corridor. Frogmere has been practically 
rendered unavailable as a residence, in con- 
sequence of the Queen having closed up the 
rooms which were used habitually py the 
Duchess of Kent. This house was alwavs 
an inconveniently small one, and the shutting 
up of the best rooms makes it impossible to 
accommodate a family and establishment 
there, which, however, is not regretted by 
the roval family, as it is a very dull place and 
exceedingly damp. The Queen passes every 
morning at Frogmore while residing at 
Windsor. In sammerjher Majesty has tents 
put onthe lawn, breakfasts in one and writes 
her letters and transacts business in the oth- 
er,driving back to the castle tolunch. Two 
grooms are constantly kept employed con- 
veving the boxes of papers from Sir Henry 
Ponsonby at the castle to the Queen in her 
tent.

: A DEAD SMUGGLER. 


How a Pair of Chinese Utilized Their 
! Countryman’s Corpse. 
From the san Francisco Examuner. 


‘*‘Is there much smuggling going on in this 
pert now?” asked an Examinerreporter yes- 
terday of a Custom-house cflicial, who was 
watching the landing of some Chinamen from 
a Hawaiian schocner that was lying at the 
foot of; Mission street. [he Custom-house 
officer proceeded to unfold his experience of 
attempts at smuggling as follows: 

The worst smugglers, andthe ones that 
give us the most trouble, are the Chinese. 
I don’t mean the raw coolies, fresh from Can- 
ton, who don’t know the difference between 
the violation ofthe revenue laws and the 
common breaking of the commandments, 
but the ocld hands who have made two or 
three voyages between China and San Fran- 
cisco as coal-passers on steamers, cooks, 
or agents for the big contractors for Chi- 
nese labor. Raw and manufactured sil ks 
pearls, ivory ornaments, Chinese drugs and 
opium are the priacipa! articles they attempt 
to smuggle. As for the ftirst-named articles, 
we have notroublein detecting their pres- 
ence, as they are bulky and awkward to stow 
away,except about the person, and we always 
search them down to their measly, yellow 
hides. Opium is what trouples us. You see, 

it is either solid or liquid, and can be stowed 
away in a thousand places that no one but an 
experienced customs official would think of 
searching. A favorite placeis in the hollow 
between the two soles of their shoes. A com- 
mon bamboo cane would hold several pounds. 
The hollow handle of trunks and valises, the 
hollow rods of bamboo bird-eages, the rings 
they wear on their wrists, the handles of their 
knives, and even a dead man’s body, are a few 
of the placesin which [ have found opium 
stowed away-”’ 

‘*A dead man’s body??? queried the reporter. 
‘What! Do you meanto say that they at- 
tempted to run opium ashore in the cavity of 
&@ dead man’s stomach?” 

**Yesa, Ido,” replied the official, ‘‘and if 
you like I will tell you about that case. It 
was about three years ago that I and another 
oflicer got orders to inspect a park from Can- 
ton with a load of coolies, rice and tea on 
board. We boarded her out in the stream 
and went through her manifest before she 
drew up tothe wharf. The captain told me 
that all the coolies on board were green 
hands, so I did not expect much trouble. I 
heard the ship’s doctor saysomething to Dr. 
McAllister, the quarantine officer, about a 
Chinaman having died on the voyage, but as 
dead heathens don’t pay duty, I paid but 
little attention to his remark and went on 
about my business. It was pretty late next 
day when we got about through disembark- 
ing the coolies. I felt so tired when the last 
couple came up to be checked off that but 
forthe pride I take in honestly Sonning 
the duties of my responsible position I shoul 
have let the pair go only withia casual search. 
They were about as green a looking brace of 
incipient highbindersas vou ever set eyes 
on, and stared around @with a_ look 
of stolid wonder, as much as to say, 
What in the name of Caindothe barbarians 
want to gothrough our baggage for? Jim 
Carter, my partner, was going through the 
bundles, leaving me toinspecta big trunk 
that they had dumped down near the gang- 
plank. When I asked for the key they com- 
menced to jabber excitedly, and having no 
time to waste,I just cut the cords and kicked 

the lid open. ‘there was some loose truck 
on the top that lookéd innocent enough, but 
I ranmy hand downinthe customary way. 
I pulled it out with a yell that Jim said was 
loud enough to drown the noise of a Chinese 
gong on a festival day, and, you bet, I had 
cood reason,for my handjhad come in contact 
with the flabby body ofa dead Chinaman. 
Jim asked what was the matter, and as soon 
as I told him he said that he guessed it was 
the body ofthe China man we had heardithe 
Doctor speak about.

The Czar at Home. 
St. Petersburg Cor. London Telegraph. 


The ordinary sitting-room of the Czar, in 
which he transacts business,is situated on 
the first floor of the block inhabited by the 
imperial family. It is a comfortably but 
simply furnished apartament. The style 
somewhat betokens the churacter of its occu- 
pant. A number of heavy German-fashioned 
and capacious arm-chairs give it an air of 
ponderous solemnity. Little elegance or or- 
nament is noticeable, but a large writing- 
table and other unmistakable signs denote 
that many of the Emperor’s hours are bere 
assed in close application to the endless 
usiness that devolves on the autocratic head 
ofa system of bureaucratic centralization. 
The Czar is an early riser, and the labors of 
his day commence at 9 in the morning. 
Till l o’clock he is occupied in his study 
receiving the Ministers, who present their 
weekly or daily reports, and consulting witb 
them over affairs of State. The reception of 
Ministers is followed by the presentation of 
Officials who have recently received impor- 
tant apvolmtments, or with whom the Em- 
peror, for some particular reason, desires to 
converse. Occasionally a newly-appointed 
Ambassador er diplomatic agent is intro- 
duced to present his credentials, and aden a 
day passes without one vr more Russian 
deputations obtaining an audience. It is 
specially significant of the policy of the pres- 
ent Czar that while high officials have often a 
difficuity in obtaining ag interview, his 
Majesty is always accessible to provincial 
deputations, which are sometimes composed 
of wild Khirygiz, sometimes of swarthy Kal- 
muks or skin-clad Samoyedes, and some- 
times of illiterate Russian peasants who de- 
sire to present a holy picture to their great . 
father, and to expresstheir loyalty and de- 
votion to his person. The Emperor 
receives one andall with a stern dignity 
which, though accompanied in most cases 
by a certain kindness of manner, always 
leaves the conviction that Alexander II{[. 
feels himself an autocrat and is determined 
to yield none ef his prerogatives, but to im- 

ress on all who approach him that they are 

n the presence of an absolute though kind- 
lv master. This species of self-assertion 
was atraitin the character of the Emperor in 
his very gearliest days. He is devoted to 
music, and, when a boy, it was suggested 
thathe might derive pieasure from taking 
apart inthe musical performance of the 
palace orchestra. The then heir-apparent 
was delighted at the idea, and it remained to 
be settled on whac instrument he should 
leara to perform. Characteristica]llv~-4his 
imperious prince selected the troiS ji Yas 
being the instrument with which h ald 
produce the greatest effect, and, lover-or4mu- 
sic though he was, his performance appeared 
chiefly to consist in a Wwell-sustained and 
fairly successful effort to drewn the remain- 
der of the orchestra.

About Iron Boats. 


The first iron steamboat buiit in the United 
States was the Codorus. This boat was tuilt 
at York, Penn., in 1827, for the Susquehanna 
River. It was mounted on wheels and 
transported by horses to the river, aod 
launched opposite Marietta. It made one or 
two voyages to the head waters of the Sus- 
quehanna, but as it drew too much water the 
enterprise was abandoned. The Codorus 
was then takento Baltimore, and afterward 
further south torun in some smal! stream, 
= her subsequent history there is no rec- 
cord. 

The nextiron boat was the Valley Forge, 
built at Pittsburg in 1839. She was 157 feet 
long, 26 foot beam, 6% foot hold; had four 
boilers, two 16-inch cylinders, 8 foot 3 inches 
stroke, working a 24 by 8inch wheel. She 
was provided with a separate engine to sup- 
ply boilers, and the Evans patent safety vaive 
to prevent explosions. The frame and every- 
thing else about the hull, even to the deck, 
were of iron. She had thirty state- 
rooms, over each of which was a frosted glass 
plate with the name ofeach of the twenty- 
feur States and four Territories, and was 
fitted out in a style of magnificence unequaled 
up to hertime. Making only a few trips to 
this city, the Valley Forge, though provided 
with three water-tight compartments, Was 
sunk and never raised. Capt. Robt. Baid- 
win, who built and commanded the Valley 
Forge, is still living, a resident of Louisville. 

The next was the W. W. Fry, built in 1839 
for a Mobile company to run between that city 
and this. She was builtin England, and the 
sections, weighing sixty-five tons, were

on the farther side of the Renaissance. They 
believed that since the days of RAPHAEL 
art had been going the wrong way 
and they took to writing queer poet- 
ry and painting pictures with little of 
the modern tricks of foreshortening and 
perspective in them, not to show the world 
its mistake, but to vindicate their own ideas. 
As the men and women in this new school 
allhadacertain amount of brains, in the 
midst of a great deal of trash they produced 
some living things which will survive 
all] the obloquy and ridicule that zestheticism 
has been covered with. *“*The siessed Demo- 
zel,’”? for instance, ‘Jenny and the Earthly 
Paradise’ are each powerful raisons d’etre 
for the sect. But a great many rea- 
sons have combined to make pre-Ra- 
phaelitism a subject of scorn and de- 
rision to the sober - sided nineteen- 
twentieths of the world. Its only tenets are 
that the true is alone the beautiful and that 
the ancients were uearer the truth in art 
than we—and yet whenever aestheticism is 
mentioned, a picture of a sallow-facea and 
scraggy row of maidens clad in samite night- 
gowns and ranged irreguiarly in an architec- 
tural orchard rises before the vulgar eye. 
The trouble is, of course, that around the 
really inspired wielders of quill and camel’s- 
hair who preach the new gospel, a host of 
disciples has arisen attracted by the 
gorgeous possibilities of unique foolish- 
ness in the new faith. There are men 
and women who use up more brain matter in 
thinking up odd phases of iunacy to exhibit 
than would suffice to write an epic or invent 
a power loom. Chief among these wild cranks 
is Mr. OSCAR WILDE, who has achieved 
prominence whereverthe English tongue is 
spoken as an embodiment of the foolishness 
ofthetimes. This limp young manhas de- 
voted himself untiring!ly to living upto as 
muchas he could understand of pre-Ra- 
phaelitism and bas capped his career by writ- 
inga book of poems which exhibits the sys- 
tem gone to seed. He bas been paro- 
died, burlesqued caricatured as 
representing a whereas he

his button-holes, wears’ his hair long, 
dresses queerly and takes an intense view of 
things; therefore everybody whe believes 
thatthe Greeks knew more aboutart than 
we do, andthatthe Monks of the middle 
ages could illuminate missals and stain 
church windows better than we, in fine any- 
one who thinks that FRA ANGELICO was an 
artist, also effects “holy ghost lilies,” long 
hair, odd clothe,s and is a donkey of 
the tirst water. These reflections are 
called forth by the unearthing of 
two letters from OSCAR WILDE to Miss 
GENEVIEVE WARD in which that mis- 
guided young man prates about his ‘*mam- 
ma,’ says that ‘“‘Annie-Mie’”’ is quite above 
the heads of the critics and demands a dead- 
bead box tothe play for ‘‘mamma and I.” 
The humor of the thingis that Oscar is a 
great bie double-fisted man, weighing nearly 
two hundred pounds, and for himto simper 
about his mamma is alittle too much.

A SAD STORY. 


A Street Lamp Broken by a Man in Order 
to be Arrested. 


This morning afew minutes affer zo’clock 
Officer Badger, while patrolling along Sev- 
enth street, was startled to hear the noise of 
falling glass and at once suspected that bur- 
glars were cracking one of the second-hand 
clothing stores on Morgan street. He hasten- 
ed from whence the sound came, and on 
reaching the northwest corner of Seventh and 
Morgan streets found the glass of the street 
lamp broken and &m&an standing near by who 
confessed to having thrown arock and brok- 
enthelamp. Theoflicer at once took him 
into custody and locked him up in the Sev- 
enth Street Police Station, where he gave 
the name of Charles Williamson. 
This morning he was arraigned before Judge 


Denison, of the Second District Police Court, 
on the charge of injuring public property,and 
pleaded guilty. He was very tainly clad, and 
said that after wandering around the streets 
of the great metropolis all nigbt in the cold 
winds, unabie to find any place toshelter him- 
self, and being nearly frozen, he concluded 
that he would break the street lamp and tlere- 
by attract the attention of the pulice and be 
arrested, when he said it would re- 
Heve his sufferings. He said fur- 
ther that he had been in the city 
forty-eight hours, during which time he had 
never tasted food nor rested trom his travels; 
and it the police had not taken him in that he 
would have closed bis earthly career by cum. 
mitting suicide. Wiitliamson bas a good edu- 
cation, and to all appearances (judging trom 
his narrative) he has seen days when he was 
bevond the reach of the unmercitul pangs of 
poverty. Judge Denison fine him $15, but 
spoke to himas a father would to u- child 
and told him he felt it a sad duty to pass sen- 
tence Ou hil. 


Unavailable Postal Cards, 

Postmaster Hays reports the rule ot the de- 
partment, with reference to double or return 
postal cards which reach here from foreign 
countries, principally Germany, and which 
are mailed by parties here for re-transmission 
to the sender. All such cards are 
sent to the dead letter depart- 
ment. The rules of the Universal 


Postal Union contain no clause on this sub- 
ject, andthe department is rot xauthorized to 
return double curds through the mails to 
foreign countries. Under section 143 the Post- 
master-General of the United states was 
authorized to introduce for public use a 
double postal-card, but he has not yet taken 
any such action, and no cards purparting to ve 
double postal cards can be sent through the 
mails except at letter rates. In some of the 
foreign countries a double or return postal 
coupoar is issued forthe convenience of per- 
suns desiring a reply; itis in duplieate form, 
but the card is not yet introduced in the 
United States. 


The Weather. 

Yesterday’s weather predictions,as given by 
the Signal Service ofticer, were proven this 
morning to be exactly correct. Yesterday 
morning the thermometer stood at 60 degrees 
above zero, the weather being very warm. 
It was asserted by the officials that the 
temperature would arop at least 30 degrees, 
before the next morning. The thermometer in- 
dications taken at7o0’clock showed the tem- 
perature to be exactly 3U degrees above 
zero, the fall having taken place during the 
night. The stationsin the northwest report 
warmer weather than that of yesterday, the 
thermometer having risen on an averave of 10 
degrees. The weather of St. Louis will moder- 
ute during the ensuing twent,-four hours, 
No storms of any kind are anticipated.

The Charges Preferred Against 
Chief of Police Kennett.

Frankie Howard Swears Out a War- 
rant Against Him. 


The Chief in Chicago—What Governor 
Johnson Expects to Prove. 


Prosecuting Attorney Bernard Dierkes affix- 
ed his signature late yesterday afternoon to 
& Warrant Charging Ferdinand B. Kennett, 
Chiet of Police, with oppression in office in 
having ‘‘unlawfully, maliciously, wilfully and 
corruptly’’ caused the arrest and detention of 
one Frankie Howard, forthe puipose of get- 
ting her to testify to her allegea relations 
with ex-Gov. Chas. P. Johnson twenty 
years ago, in order to blacken Johnson’s 
character; and in oppressively, willfully, 
corruptly, etc., intercepting a letter from 
Miss Howard to Mr. Johnson. The circum- 
stances complained of all have relation to the 
actions of Chief Kennett on the day of the Po- 
lice Buvard meeting after the first 
great volume of smoke began to 
pour out from the vortex of this battle of re- 
form. It will be remembered that it was said 
at the time that Chief Kennett caused Frankie 
Howard, a low and fallen woman, to be taken 
by police officers from her home and brought 
to the Four Courts, where she was asked 
many questions concerning her rela- 


tions with Mr. Johnson, whether 
she had not known him  intimatel 
and if she had not had twochildren of whic 
he was the father. Duringthe proceedings of 
the Police Board that day Frankie sat in her 
wet clothes (for she had been brought through 
a heavy rain) in tne calaboose hall of the Four 
Courts, behind heavily barred and locked 
doors, submitting to questions and cross ques- 
tions from the police. The story, as it then 
appearedinthe papers, goes On to say that 
Frankie remained here 

IN CONFINEMENT FOR EIGHT HOURS, 
being treated asif she were guilty of some 
erime and receiving no more attention than is 
accorded thejordinaryioffender against the law. 
She afterwards sent a letter by Officer Henly 
to Gov. Johnson, but the charge is made that 
the Chief of Police got the letter and opened, 
read and detained it. 

The PosT-DISPArcH published the full story 
at the time, giving each side as much show as 
it desired, and neither extenuating anything 
nor setting down aughtin malice. Gov. John- 
son wus interviewed;so was Frankie Howard; 
so was Chief Kennett. The Chief was very 
generally denounced for his treatment of this 
woman. There was much public and pri- 
vate comment on the circumstances 
and the Chief’s actions were condemned. 
Then fora brief time Frankie Howard was 
forgotten. Civil and crimina) court proceed- 
ings began. The Boland aflidavit came up, 
and the Boland trial engrossed public atten- 
tion. Boland was convictea, and toen ftol- 
lowed depositions to be usedin the civil suit 
brought by Gov. Johnzon against Mayor 
EKwing, Chiet Kennett and Messrs. Maxon and 
Simmous for $50,000 damages. The suit 
was dismissed as to Kenaett and Sim- 
ons, andit was boped the ex-disbarred at- 
orney was gotten rid of forever. Notso. 

He popped up in his way at 
the ena of the suit that had been left, 
this time as a witness, and he remainsin this 
position before the public still. Gov. Johnson, 
in dismis-ing 

awe SUIT AGAINST THE CHIEF OF POLICE, 
said: 

‘*j dismiss the suit against Chief Kennett 
principally because I deem his official con- 
duct of a character to warrant, if anything, a 
criminal prosecution rather than a personal 
civil suit tor defamation of character.’’ 

From this statement it will be seenthat Gov. 
Johnson had not entirely torgiven the Chief 
or forgotten the events of November 8. The 
warrant issued yesterduy was only the 
shaping of the above remark in- 
to action. When it was made 
Gov. Johnson hadevery reason to believe 
thatthe grand jury would take cognizance of 
the Chiet's offense and properly indict him. 
Witnesses’ hames were furnished tojthe grand 
jury, but the grund jury refused to summon 
them. Seeing that the law was about to be 
overlooked Gov. Johnson took the matter into 
his own hands yesterday. He has believed 
from tlic first that Chief Kennett should be 
@iminally prosecuted and heis now going to 
prosecute him. The Governor says taoat he is 
contident be can establish the charge and 
that pretty soon there willbe a *‘dullithud’’ 
and another headin the Four Courts basket. 

Frankie Howard was interviewed at her 
homethe duy after the circumstances com- 
plained ot inthe warrant, when she told her 
story to a reporter as follows: 

FRANKIE HOWARD’S STORY. 

‘‘On yesterday (Tuesday, November 8)} at 
noon, Officer Shipp and two other policemen 
—l don’t know their names—came to this 
house and told mel was wanted at the Four 
Courts. Istarted upstairsto put on a petti- 
coat when the officer, who wore a sergeant’s 
shield. followed me and would not let me 
dress oreven wash my fice. They hustled 
me out of the house and through the rain and 
wud to the Four Courts. I was soaked through 
whenlI gotthere. One of the officers, when 
we arrived there, took me down into the 
calaboose. I asked him as we went 
down, ‘Who is doing ail this?’ 
He said, ‘I think Jebnson is doing it.’ I 
said, ‘Jf be is he is a mean fellow, forl never 
didanything to him.’ The officer § said, 
‘They want youto tell all about Johnson.’ 
Ithought at thisthat they wanted me to say 
that Gov. Johnson had ruined me, andI an- 
swered, ‘l'li tell nothing.’ The officer said. 
‘You'll have to talk. We'll keep you here 
untii you do.’ Ilsaid, ‘You can keep me here 
for binety-nine years. I'll lose my right arm 
before L'ii say anything like that.’ 1 meant 
Il wouldn’t say that Gov. Johnson had ruined 
me. Then the _ officer said to the 
turnkey, ‘Tim, give this woman a 
chair, allow her the piivilege of 
the hall, and keep her until we want her.’ 
This was ut noon. I| sat down there in the 
culaboose, with my clothes soxking wet, until 
7 o’ciock—thuat is, | sat tuere seven hours. At 
7 a blonde man came down and calied,‘' Frankie 
Howard.’ I said, ‘What?’ He suid, ‘You may 
go, Frankie.’

Gov. Johnson Interviewed Aboutthe 
Matter.

To-Day’s Developments in the Case— 
Wili the Chief Resign? 


Frankie Iloward, accompanied by Gov. 
Johnson, appeared at the Four Courts early 
this morning. Miss Howard made oath before 
Attorney Dierkes that the matters complained 
ofin the warrant are true. The warrant was 


| then placed in the handsof the Sheriff and will 


be served on Chief Kennett when he returns 
trom Chicago. 

The Chief has gone to the city by 
the Lake to attend the Police COonven- 


tion which meets there to morrow, and at 
which police enhiefs from all parts of the Unit- 
ed States will be present. Chief of Detectives 
Watkins was to huve gone to represent the St. 
Louis department and had his ticket procured 
and made every arrangement to start last 
night. Yesterday, however, Chief Kennett, 
who had heretofore ex pressed arepugnance to 
going, suddenly chang-d his mina, obtained 
the necessary leave of absence from the 
Loard and was fiying by last 
night’strainto Chicago. He will not return 
untii Monday. Nobody can expiain the hasty 
change that came over the spirit of the 
Oniet’s intentionin regard to Chicago, but it 
issaid he probably thought it was bis piace 
and duty to represent his Own department 
when there was any representing to be done 
anywhere. Gov, Johnson does not think the 
Cbiet letton account of the legal proceed- 
ings in which he has become involved. The 
people atthe four Oourts laugh when they 
talk of it and say thatif anybody wants to ar- 
rest the Chiefic willbe necessary to obtain a 
requisition trom the Governor of Illinois. 
GOV. JOHNSON 

was inthe CriminalCourt room engagedina

‘-T could just as well have sworn out a war- 
rant,’’ said the Governor, ‘‘but I thought it 
well to bave Frankie Howard doit.

Sold to an Arab Showman and Barba- 
rously Treated by Him. 
From a Letter to the Editor of the London Times. 


Doubtless many of your readers have either 
seen or read the advertisements of the “Oric- 
inal and Genuine Troupe of Beni-Zoug-Zoug 
Bedouin Arabs,’”? who performed, if I mis- 
take not, at among other places. the Royal 
Aquarium, Westminster. They were 
highly spoken of at the time by many 
of the journals, and were doubtless 
deemed by most to be, as they pretended, 
“venuine Arabs.” Many of the tumblers 
were very young, very agile, and very clever, 
but I suspect few of those who saw them, or 
of those who criticised them, had a notion 
that, out of twenty juveniles, fourteen were 
not real Beni Zeug Zoug Pedouins, (if there 
are such persons,) but were of a very differ- 
ent tribe, viz.,the common street Arab of 
London.

Few ofthe real Indian shawls are called 
One of the larger houses sells not more 
than a dozen such shawls in a year, and these 
are the cheaper ones; thatis, the shawls, the 
vrices of which are under a thousand dol- 
lars. One good reasun is that the wearer of a 
real Indian shawl does not get the credit of 
it. Sofew are worn,apdso many imitate so 
well, the real Indian 18 not recognized. Itis 
said thatin the manufacture of Indian shawis 
no. the slightest improvement has been 
made ince Napoleon introduced them into 
Europe by sending one to Jesephine. The 
wool of the shawl is obtained from 
the inner hair of the Thibet goat. Itis 
cleansed in rice water toadd strength, and 
spun by women. Each loom produces about 
five suawisio « year. Victoria wrings trib- 
ute out of toese por erty-stricken weavers in 
a certa’n number of shawls yearly. 
It is -aid that pative Ludian suawls bave 
been imported to repair shawls and change 
ceniere bo sult the wearers.
